Republicans Rowed Over Magna 
Chart a; Sam Rayburn Opposes 
Federal Aid to Education; Gen. 
Groves Blames FDR for Leaks 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—The basic deferences inside 


the Republican party were not apparent in the 
new GOP magna charta issued last week. But 
during a closed-door caucus of GOP Senators, 
there developed a significant cleavage which 
•will have to be reconciled before the party can 
win .any resounding victories. 


When the proposed policy statement was first 


presented to the private meeting, Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine complained that part of 
the statement had already been broadcast by 
Drew Pearson, so it was urged that the Senators 
keep further details from "leaking to Pearson." 
However, here is a brief summary of what 
happened. 


Although nearly every Senator had his own 


ideas on what the policy statement should say, 
it was Brcwster of Maine and Taft of Ohio who 
engineered the final compromise. 


"If you agree with 80 per cent of the state- 


ment, that is as much as anyone can expect," 
argued Brewster. "We can't draft a statement 
that will suit everyone perfectly.". 


The 
"young 
Turks," however, 
demurred. 


Their sharpest spokesman was Vermont's stocky 
George Aiken. who objected to the slogan, "Lib- 
erty Against Socialism" and urged instead, 
"Liberty Against Totalitarianism." 


"These are costly statements you are mak- 


ing," he warned. 


Aiken also condemned the "weak and vacil- 


lating" stand on civil rights, and criticized the 
implied endorsement of .high tariffs. But his 
loudest protest was over the statement on farm 
poky. 


"Drew Pearson says the Republicans are com- 


ing around to the Brannan plan," taunted Aiken, 
then proceeded to criticize the GOP's equivocal 
stand on cooperatives and failure to endorse the 
Rural Electrification Administration. 
Aiken's 


uupport of HEA was so vigorously backed up 
by Senators McCarthy of Wisconsin, Watkins of 
Utah and Young of North Dakota that the GOP 
policy drafters agreed to insert REA in the 
magna charter. 


Old Skeletons 
Joining Aiken was Massachusetts' cultured 


Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., who objected 
vigorously to digging up the old skeletons of 
Yalta and Potsdam in order to criticize Demo- 
cratic foreign policy. 


"This looks backward when we ought to be 


looking ahead," objected Lodge. 


Lodge also charged that the labor statement 


placed the greatest emphasis of retaining the 
name of Taft-Hartley, instead of correcting the 
injustices of Taft-Hartley. 


Senator Ives of New York and Smith of 


Maine also lined up with the "young Turks," 
but when the question of adopting the policy 
statement was finally put to a voice vote, only 
seven or eight shouted "no." 


Remarked Senator Aiken afterwards: "This 


is a great day for the Democrats." 


Air vs. Oratory

spotted Undersecretary of Defense Steve Early 
at a Washington cocktail party. 


Just a few days before, their boss, Secretary 


of Defense Louis Johnson had made a blood 
and 
thunder

a.m." speech, while most simultaneously Sym- 
ingtpn was telling another audience about our 
inadequate air defenses. 


So, at the cocktail party, Symington demand- 


ed bluntly of Steve Early, who is the great 
pacifier of the Pentagon: "What in hell is this 
all about? I thought we were all together on 
policy. Then Louis gives this speech and makes 
me look like a fool." 


"Teacher" Sam Rayburn 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, who taught a one- 


room school in the rough and rugged days of 
Texas, is hot against federal aid to education 
and makes no bones about it. 


The Speaker even delivered a message on 


the subject to a group of club women, who 
were both astounded by his candor and charmed 
by his courtly manner. 


In his slight Texas brawl, Rayburn said: "I 


am not for federal aid to education. But I will 
do all I can to see that it gets a hearing in 
the House." 


Reminiscing of his days teaching country 


school at Dial, Texas, the Speaker mused: "I 
didn't get much money teaching, but I didn't 
organize any lobby to pressure Congressmen 
into getting more pay." 


He made it plain he thought the clamor for 


federal aid came principally from the National 
Education Association and the Teachers' Union. 


The ladies suggested that perhaps times had 


changed and teachers needed higher salaries. 
One hopefully pointed out the state-control 
feature of the bill. But Rayburn shook his 
shining bald head and commented, "once you 
start giving federal funds, you get federal con- 
trol, too."

Atomic Secrets 
J"~™" 


'it didn't leak out of that super-secret meet- 


ing of the congressional atomic committee, but 
Gen. Leslie Groves, wartime boss of the Man- 
hattan project,'indirectly tried to pin the blame 
on President Roosevelt for atomic leaks to 
Russia.' 


Groves contended that the leaks wouldn't 


have occurred if FDR had followed his advice 
and insisted on a tighter screening of British 
and American scientists working on. the A- 
bomb. 


He also complained that Roosevelt had re- 


fused to invite him to a meeting in Quebec 
with Winston Churchill, at which atomic se- 
curity regulations were drafted. 


Chairman Brien McMahon of Connecticut and 


Reps. Chet Holifield of California and Henry 
Jackson of Washington hotly refuted Groves' 
charges,' argued that it wasn't FDR's job to 
screen British scientists as long as they had been 
certified as trustworthy by the British govern- 
ment. 


They also bluntly reminded Groves that if 


Roosevelt had followed his advice and placed 
our own scientists in a strait jacket of military 
discipline, many might have resigned and we 
would have lost out in the race for atomic 
supremacy. 
' 


Groves also got into hot water by intimating 


that the outstanding work of our atomic scien- 
tists during and since the war had been over- 
played by the newspapers. Army engineers, he 
implied, could have built the atomic bomb 
without the scientists. 


"That," remarked one Congressman, "would 


have been like an architect trying to build a 
home without a blueprint." 
Lucas Reverses Self 
Illinois' Sen. Scott Lucas, who previously op- 


posed an independent Senate small business 
committee, reversed himself in a private meet- 
ing with small-business men the other day, and 
agreed to lead the fight lor the committee. 


Agreement came when gravel-voiced George 


Burger, lobbyist for the National Federation of 
Independent Business, and Joe McCuan, a Chi- 
cago businessman, called on Lucas. 


"You boys have been pretty rough on me," 


said the Illinois Senator. "I'm' really not an 
enemy of small business,'as you should know. 
Why. my best friends are the corner druggist 
and the neighborhood grocer in my home town, 
Havana, (Illinois)." 


McCuan, who stirred up agitation in Ameri- 


can Legion posts in Illinois, replied that small- 
business men want their own committee in the 
Senate, not a subcommittee of the Senate Bank- 
ing committee. 


"You mention the banking committee," said 


McCuan, "and they think of Wall Street or 
La Salle Street where the bankers hang out." 


"Yes, I can understand that," Lucas said 


thoughtfully. 


Burger and McCuan, who had expected a 


knockdown, drag-out battle, 
blinked:

Market Quotas Would Act 
To Curb. Potato Surpluses 


By Bruce Biossat 


The folly of combining farm price supports 


with ineffective production controls is sharply 
highlighted by the government's plan to throw 
away 50,000,000 bushels of potatoes it expects 
will be left over from the'-1949 crop. 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan says the 


department 
already 
has 
bought 
20,000,000 


bushels and will have to acquire perhaps an- 
other 70,000,000. Only about 40,000,000 of this 
total can be disposed of usefully. 


The purchases are made under the program 


requiring the government to support potato 
prices at 60 per cent of the so-called parity 
level—a price plane designed to give farmers 
adequate buying power. 


The government gets rid of surplus potatoes 


in several ways: It gives them to school lunch 
programs, foreign and domestic relief agencies 
and government units which may trade them 
for strategic materials needed in this country. 
It also sells potatoes at bargain prices to ex- 
porters, to alcohol manufacturers and livestock 
producers (for food). 


The National Potato Council, representing the 


industry, thinks the extra 50,000,000 bushels 
should be made available to industrial users. 
But Brannan says plants won't take them un- 
less the government pays the freight. The de- 
partment can save $15,000,000 in freight charges 
by dumping the potatoes instead. 


Even if that saving is made, the government 


will lose $80,000,000 to $100,000,000 on the 1949 
potato crop. It lost around $225,000,000 in 1948, 
including $25,000,000 just for shipping sur- 
pluses to points where they could be used. 


Currently 
the 
department 
tries 
to limit 


potato output by restricting the number of 
acres that can be planted. But this isn't effec- 
tive because many farmers simply plant their 
rows closer together, apply fertilizer and in- 
secticides more freely, and come up with more 
potatoes than ever. 


Brannan, joined by his predecessor, Senator 


Anderson of New Mexico, has asked Congress 
to establish marketing quotas as the only sensi- 
ble curb, on runaway production. Such quotas 
specifically 
limit the number of bushels a 


farmer may produce. They usually are accom- 
panied by penalties for failure to stay within 
bounds. 


If Congress is not ready to impose workable 


controls, it would be better to remove price 
supports from potatoes altogether. For, as pres- 
ently operated, the program discredits the en- 
tire support plan for a wide range of crops. 
And it obviously means an intolerable waste 
of food, money, and productive energies.

WHEN WE BECOME GOD 


We have looked at the first of the 15 major enemies of 
r 
the second' 
. 


This follows from the first, as fruit from root. When God 


is no longer the center, then we become the centor-we become 
God. 
Deuteronomy 4:25 (Moffatt) has the phrase, "if you lose 


your freshness m the land and deprave yourselves bycaryine 
an idol." Note that when the freshness of God's presence is 
gone, and with it the freshness of life itself, then the result 
is that we "deprave ourselves" by carving an idol; and that 
idol is usually just ourselves. 
Aldous Huxley says, "One strange 


result of scientific progress has been the reversion of monotheism 
to local idolatries." And .when those "local idolatries" are not 
state and race and class — which are the self writ large— then 
they are just the 'personal self. When we lose God, then we 
become God. 


But this centering on ourselves works badly; in fact, it 


works havoc to the very self upon which we are centering. 
On the face of it, it would seem that if we turn to ourselves 
and center on our own selves, we should grow under that 
cultivation. The very opposite takes place. Every self-centered 
person is a self-disrupted person, even though he centers upon 
himself for religious motives. Whether you center upon yourself 
for artistic, for religious, for financial, or for just purely selfish 
reasons, the result is the same — the self goes to pieces. 


Those who center upon themselves and have their way, 


don't like their way; they do as they like, and then don't like 
what they do; they express themselves, and then find the self 
that is expressed souring on their handi. And this disruption 
and souring doesn't merely stop with the soul; it extends straight 
out into the nerves and tissues, and poisons them with disease, 
functional and structural. Apparently they are running against 
a fundamental law of life, deeply imbedded in the constitution 
of things. More peoplt are being broken by that law than by 
any other one single thing in life. Just what is it? 


My father God, I would find adjustment tc life. But when 


I am adjusted only to myself, I am not adjusted to life. Then 
teach me — oh, teach me this lesson; for if I miss it, I miss life 
itself. But I want to live fully, abundantly, overflowingly. 
Then teach me how. Amen.

The Doctor Says— 
Cold Sores Attack Wheii 
Body's Resistance is Low

Most people are bothered from 


time to time with cold sores, par- 
ticularly on .their lips. Cold sores 
are particularly likely to develop 
when one is run down or has 
some infection. ^A 
few 
people 


have almost constant trouble with 
them without any apparent rea- 
son. 


The correct medical name for 


cold sores is herpes simplex. Her- 
pes is caused by a virus which 
produces watery blisters on the 
skin, particularly on or near mu- 
cous membrane, like the 
lips. 


The virus which'causes herpes is 
a living organism and can pro- 
duce a reaction in susceptible ani- 
mals, especially rabbits. 


It is difficult to know why her- 


pes behaves as it does. One woulO; 
expect that it would be contracted 
only from another person who 
harbors the virus. Actually it docs 
not'seem to be highly contagious, 
but comes mostly when the resist- 
ance is weakened by any one of 
several causes, including infec- 
tious 
diseases, 
artificial 
fever 


treatments, certain vaccinations 
and overexposure to the sun. One 
theory for^ thus is that the virus 
remains in the tissues and be- 
comes active when the resistance 
to it is lowered. 


Recovery usually occurs with- 


out any particular treatment in a 
few days. Susceptible people who 
have cold sores one right after an- 
other, however, are likely to be 


much 
annoyed by the minor 


symptims and by the slight dis- 
figurement. 
One attack predis- 


poses, to the recurrence of 
a> 


cold sore in the same spot or' 
nearby. 


The treatment of an ordinary,' 


cold sore is simple. 
During the> 


blister stage a simple drying ap- 
plication, such a .-'pints of cam- 
phor, or salaminc lotion, is usu- 
ally helpful. 
When the blister, 


has broken and a crust 
has 


formed, a mild ointment, such as 
a heavy cold cream, may. help to. 
soften the crusts. 


Seldom Comes Back 
' 


Some susceptible people some-' 


times receive benefit from X-ray 
treatment, and not only does the 
herpes which is present go away 
more rapidly, but it seems to be 
less likely to come back in the 
same place. 


Some people who arc suscept-' 


ible to repeated attacks of herpes 
improve after being vaccinated 
for 
smallpox. Evidently there" 


are 
some 
relationships between 


different viruses which are not 
yet thoroughly understood. Re- 
cently aureomycin has been fa- 
vorably considered. 
' 


Exposure to cold air, and espe- 


cially to the sun during the time 
when a cold sore is bad, should be 
avoided.

Advance Time 
On Corn Loans 


Information has been received 


from the State PMA Committee 
that Pettis county is listed as some 
of the counties located in the An- 
goumois moth area for provisions 
of CCC corn loan and purchase 
agreements. For this reason the 
1949 corn loan and purchase agree- 
ment availability date will expire 
February 28, 1950, rather than the 
previous availability date of May 
31, 1950, announced Jas A Har- 
vey, chairman of the Pettis county 
PMA committee. 


Harvey therefore urges all far- 


mers expecting a loan or. purchase 
agreement on their 1949 produced 
corn to make application at the 
local PMA office no later than 
February 21 to provide sufficient 
time to complete the loan before 
the final date of February 28. 


The determination to advance 


the availability date of corn loans 
was made by the State PMA com- 
mittee in accordance with provi- 
sions of 1949 CCC loan regulations 
on the basis of close examination 
of samples of corn being received 
for grade determination in the 
State office at the present time 
and in view of the experience with 
the 1948 corn loan program anc 
moth infestation.

Farm Program and carry out ap- 
proved soil building and conserv- 
ing practices for which assistance 
is offered under the 1950 Program, 
announced Jas. A. Harvey, Pettis 
county PMA chairman. 


"The cropland on these 1,810 


farms represents 70 percent of the 
cropland in the county out of a 
total of 2,850 farms. While all the 
practices these farmers anticipate 
to perform may not be carried cut 
it is the earnest hope of the county 
committee that one .or more prac- 
tices will be performed on each 
farm. By doing at least a small 
amount of work on each farm each 
year we can accomplish a great 
deal to conserve our soil for fu- 
ture use", Mr. Harvey said. 


Much interest is being shown in 


the Pasture Improvement Practice 
which is being carried under the 
1950 Pettis county Farm Program 
as a Group I practice. This means 
that assistance offered for the per- 
formance of this practice will be 
paid at the full rate provided the 
practice is performed as required. 
Assistance offered on this practice 
is $12.50 per acre on that land not 
requiring 'the application of lime- 
stone and $17.50 per acre on land 
which requires the application of 
limestone. 
Any farmer interested 


in this practice should contact the 
county committee to discuss the 
requirements in full since they are 
quite detailed and must be fully 
understood by the farmer before 
the practice is undertaken so that 
all specifications will be met to be 
eligible for the assistance offered. 


While the 1950 county allocation 


of funds has not as yet been re- 
ceived by the county comm'.ttee it 
is expected to be an increase over 
the 1949 allocation. At the same 
time there has been an increase in 
the number of farms — 1527 in 1D49 
as compared to 1,180 in 1950— be- 
tween which the allocation will 
be divided and this work is ex- 
pected to be completed the last of 
February, stated Harvey.

Father Waits Three Years 
At Bed of Crash Victim 


FRAMINGHAM, Mass., Feb. 13 


—(/P)—Still 
unwaking after three 


years, Ralph C. Abbott sleeps on 
and—his doctors say—will never 
waken again. 


It was in the early morning 


of February 17. 1947, that the 
automobile of the young •former 
Army sergeant smashed into a 
tree and hurled him headlong 
against a stone wall. 


Thirty years old then.—he was 


driving to his work as a ward 
attendant 
at 
Gushing 
veterans 


hospital. Those who found him 
had him moved, unconscious, to 
the hospital here. They called his 
father, Isaac, 60 years old then. 
The father came to the bedside 
and waited for his boy to waken. 


Goes Weekly 
A thousand days, and more, 


have come and gone since that 
time. And on each of them, the 
aging father—at the end of his 
day's work.'or on Saturdays and 
Sundays — has traveled by lour 
bus lines the 15 miles from his 
home in Norwood to Farmingham 
to sit at the bedside of his only 
son. 


Today, the deathlike sleep still 


continues. 


Surgeons say the accident so 


impaired 
Ralph Abbott's 
brain 


that he never will open his eyes 
or consciously move again. 


He lies on his side, eyes tightly 


closed, knees drawn up against 
his chest. 


Nurses who remember 
when 


Abbott used to help them, turn 
him every two hours, feed him 
a concentrated liquid diet through 
a nose tub*. He gets daily shaves, 
frequent hajrcuts. 
Good Nursing Care 
Such skilled nursing care has 


kept him unblemished, and he has 
gained weight. 


Abbott has been the subject 


of much research by physicians 
and brain specialists. But they say 
their findings must remain un- 
checked until death permits ex- 
amination of the damaged brain. 


The end. they say, may come 


from a kidney or liver infection, 
or pneumonia. But so far he has 
experienced no such illness. 


Each day, Isaac Abbott, return- 


ing the long miles to tell his' wife 
of their bachelor son's condition, 
brings back the same report: 


"Still 
unconscious. . . . No
